These convoys 
were escorted as far as the Straits of 
Belle Isle during the period enemy 
submarines were operating off the At¬ 
lantic coast. 

The Canada was one of a number of 
escort ships of about 700 tons register 
Which were utilized for the protection 
of British and Allied shipping up to 
the time of the signing of the armis¬ 
tice.

PENSION ESTIMATES 

MADE AT OTTAWA 


Investigate This Special 
Group of Suits 

Marked to clear P/ 


Lot Us Show 


Ottawa. Jan. I.—The Minister of 
Finance has furnished Bir Robert Bor¬ 
den with an estimate of the total 
amount of Canada's pension obliga¬ 
tions. The Pension Commissioners are 
of the opinion that the maximum of 
pensions will not be reached for eigh¬ 
teen months or two years. They prob¬ 
ably will remain at this maximum for 
live years, and be gradually reduced 
until the termination. 

An actuarial calculation estimates a 
total cost of $440,000,000, calculated on 
a three per cent, basis, or $3*0.000,000 
calculated on a four per cent, basis, or 
$34£.
